There are on it some small build- 
ings, but chiefly railroad yard, “now

gate the conditions existing there, 
and, after spending two years study- 
ing the systems, he returned to ‘New 
York and constructed a high-tempera- 
ture plant at Staten Island, which has 
proven more than satisfactory.

It requires 1,200 degrees Fahrenheit to 
destroy obnoxious gases, therefore in 
these plants a temperature of @s high 
as 2,000 degrees is obtained, and the 
gases are not allowed to @scape until 
combustion is complete; hence no 
smell or smoke. The building itself is 
60 proportioned that eight timés ite 
cubic contents in air per h@ir is suf- 
ficient to maintain combustion, this air 
being exhausted every seven minttes, 
passed through a regenerator and 
forced through the furnace, thus de- 
stroying all odor and dust. 

Such a plant could be located tn the 
very neart of Atlanta, or any other 
city, and all persons would be bene- 
fited by having a completely sanitary 
piant. in conciusion, | might say that, 
in addition to the complete destruction 
of the refuse, the collection is more 
sanitary as the househoider maintains 
only one can, into which is deposited

The majority of the houses affected by 
the ordinance, I understand, are occu- 
pied by negroes, and are built on al- 
leys. In these cases, the expense of 
putting down sewer connection is the 
price the owner pays for fronting the 
property on the alley. 

No Water Nor Sewers. 

“On the other hand, there are quite 

a number of houses inside the prescrib- 
ed limits which are on regular city 
streets, where there is neither water 
nor sewers. It was with the idea of 
giving the city time to put down water 
and sewer pipes along these streets 
that the time limit was set so far for- 
ward, and it is presumed that both . 
water and sewer mains will be laid 
here’ before the ordinance goes inte 
effect. No provision is made in the or- 
dinance for making exceptions of those 
living on such streets, however, in case 
this work should not be finished by 
the time the ordinance becomes ef- 
fective.”

The allegation has been made to 
the president that thousands of acres 
of public lands have been patented to 
individuals with the knowledge that 
they contained oil, and in-many cases 
found their way into the hands of cor- 
porations. 

In directing the attorney general to 
begin this investigation, the president 
is said to be only making a beginning. 
Agents of the department of justice 
have begun a search of the records 
preliminary to a complete investigation 
of the patents of any lands which it 
may be thought were taken from the 
public domain with the private infor- 
mation that they contained oil or min- 
erals. \ 
The Southern Pacific’s lands now in 
question were patented several years 
ago. Thousands of acres of other land 
in the same vicinity were patented at 
the same time. In the meanwhile, dis- 
eoveries of oi] gushers in California 
have occurred on some of the land. 

President Taft’s instructions are to 
conduct a searching investigation, and, 
if the results warrant such a course, 
to begin proceedings for restoration to 
the public domain og all lands so pat- 
ented. 

Those who have heard of the presi- 
dent's action say that if his plans are 
a genuine work for con- 
servation will have been accomplished.
